ever played Suaxesrzrr's characters in 
English, and cyen he, although a man of 
great genius, and an actor of marvellous 
parts, to the day of his death, was unable 
to disguise his French accent, or to discard. 

» his foreign ideas. And so it is, and so it 
will be to the end with, Racuxt (who will 
play Lady Macuetu, in English for the’ 

_ first time, in London during the present 
month) Monjeska, Manruus, and with Heer 
‘Banpsann,. We have now said quite 
enough about the last named artiste as an] 
actor; our ‘present purpose is to deal with | 
him in a totally different rove.

ing to mind that old story of the painter 
Aretixs, and the hyper-crittcal cobbler, 
and regretting that the actor’ s.egotism was 
so much stronger than hls common sense, 
and fear of ridicule. Mr. Banpstans, who 
knowseverything worthknowing onthe face 
of the earth, as wellas inthe water underthe 
carth, doubtless is sufficiently acquainted 
with Latin to be able to understand the 
phrase ne sufor ultra’ crepidam, We will 
give him the origin of this famoisGxpress- 
ion, and then he will readily understand 
its application towards himself, Apgtres, 
a famous Roman painter, was severely 
criticised by a shoemaker, for a badly 
painted slipper ip one of his paintings, and, 
ailmittiny ‘the practical acquaintance of his 
critic with such things, accepted the cen- 
The cobbler, however, 
not satisfied with confining his comments 
to what he knew something about, com- 
menced to criticise other parts of the paint- 
ing, displaying the most deplorable igno- 
rance, and then Arrtes eurty ‘told him, 
in the above quoted phrase, to stick to that 
which he understood. And new we will 
see if we cannot convince Mr. Bannan 
that he would also have been wise to have 
confined ‘himself to the practical de-” 
Nineation or exhibition of tragie power. 
about which he could certainly pretend to 
know something. 

When we observed that Mr. Baspstaxw 
knew everything. worth ‘knowing, in our 
reat anxiety to give honour where it was 
due we made a slight mistake. . There are 
still a few things—probably of little im- 
portance-with which the eminent traye- 
dian has but. an imperfect acquaintance. 
In the first place Mr. Baxpwayy ‘has a 
very superficial knowledye-—-not to use a 
stronger term —of the English language. 


There are several other matters touched 


upon by the reputed author of the essay on 
“The Stage.’ which as we shall presently 
show, are ‘@ Apparently Hidden fay sterivs to

mences the trayedian, “why the English 
piblic, whilst permitting the law to be 
violated with regard to the opening of 
public-houses, should feel such a repug- 
nance against innocent amusements on the 
Is there not something rather 
obscure in that reference to the English 
public permitting the law to be violated with 
reyard to the opening of public houses? 
We will even yo farther, and ask if 
itis not patent that Mr. Bannastaxy is so far 
at sea in his first sentence that he actually 
does not understand what he is writing 
about? In what part of the world, most 
sapient oracle, does the English public per- 
mit the law'to be violated with regard to 
the Opening of public houses on Sunday ? 


‘There happens tobe a law in England 


providing for thy opening of public houses 
at certain hours on Sunday, under certain 
conditions; but Mr. Baxpstays evidently 
knows as little about this law. as he did 
about criminal prosecution for libel when 
he triumphantly boasted that ‘he would 
have the Editor of this journal in gaol 
three days after he took out a summons. 
We are next tuld by Mr, Basnstasy that he 
does not “ propagate the idea of upening 
the theatres” on’ Sunday; but he is “at 
a loss’ to uaderstand the dorrer that 
would certainly be expressed at such a 
proposition,” If the tragedian's intention 
is not do advocate the opening of theatres 
on what English people, no doubt very 
foollshly, consider the Lord's Day, for 
what purpose are all the references as to 
the customs in Germany, France, Italy 
and Spain, existing at the ‘present day, of 
the custom in England up to the time of 
Citaunys 1, and what Mr. Baypstany says 
is the custom in the United States, detailed 
at such length? If.Mr, Banpstasw does 
“not propagate the idea of opening the 
theatres on-that day”’ the greater part of 
his essay, is meaningless twaddle, which’ 
could only have been written for purposes 
of salf-plorification, and to show the writer's 
extreme Ignorance of tho English lang- 
uage, the rules of logic, and the subject ha 
was’ supposed to be dealing with. rt 
We have Mr, Baxpstaxy's ipse devit that 
in San Francisco since theatres were 
opened on Sundays crime has decreased 
over 20 percent. This astounding asser- 
tion. is made on the authority of “an 
official; " but who that official is, we are 
not informed. In the same reckless fashion 
that Mr. Banpsann, when on the boards, 
glides from very high tragedy: to exceed-. 
ingly low comedy, the writer of the extra- 
ordinary production now under review, 
slides from. the Sunday question to the 
moral effect which stage representations 
have, or. are supposed to have on the 
general community. Mr. Banpstann's ob- 
servations on that’.subject are,. like ‘his 
melodramatic acting, a rechaugé of what 
has been before the public for many years, 
Whatever the actor-author, may be, he 
has certainly no claims to originality. 
Of’ course everybody knows without 


Here Banpwann's. assistance, that clergy-/ 


men ‘of nearly every known denomination 
—Wwith a ‘few. noteworthy exceptions—not 


] only patronise the.drama personally; but: 


advocate its claims even: from the pulpit. 
That is a sign of the times, which we think, 
may Indicate that the stage is purer than 
it used to be, and that the mists of clerical 
bigotry are gradually being scattered by 
the ‘advancement of civilisation, and the 
education of the masses. It is mercly a 
stale truism to say that « itis entirely in 
the hands .of the people to elevate the 
stage,” and what Mr. Baypyany may mean 
when he remarks “if the people would 
support the good and shan the bad, there 
would be little known as to the deprav- 
ity ‘of ‘the stage,” he swill doubtless 
explain some other time, It would cer- 
tainly appear from the precedinir quota- 
tion that Mr, Banbstann admits. the exist- 
ence of what he terms “the depravity 
of the stage,” and yet he tells us in the 
following sentence that “it is not the de- 
pravity of the stage, but a depravity 
of the public taste that is to be de- 
plored.” + Banish leg shows, sensational, 
morbid rulbbish and senseless productions 
of questionable purpose, recking with poor 
jokes and. not wanting in double enténdre, 
and substitute wholesome dramas, sound 
farces, satirical vaudeyilles, people's 


plays, together with the legitimate tra- |: 


gedy, and it will soon raise the taste and’ 
seneral tone of the,community, For the 
stage is not only an amuser, but also an 
instructor; it will! exist so long as en- 
lightenment purifies and clevates man’s 
soul.’ So. writes Mr. Daxizn Epwarp 
Banpaiany, actor and’ tragedian, author 
and—dare we say, poet? but we. have 
read all: this ycars ago, detailed in a 
much more refined and effective style, and 
in intelligble English, matters of detail 
which are conspicuously absent ‘from Mr, 
Baxoaann’s feeble “copy. The “leg 
shows" which the tragedian would like to 
see banished are attractive enough in their 
Wway—certainly more attractive and natural 
than Hamlet in black thread:ploves —and 
we fail to see any greater harm in a ballet 
dancer, or burlesque, actress displaying 
her nether limbs clad in tights on the stage, 
than there is in a fashionable dame dis- 
playing her naked shoulders and ‘bare 
bosoms in the dress circle. As to the

less productions" referred to by Heer 
Banpwany, ‘that gentleman has only to 
glance through his own repertoire to find 
enough transpontine rubbish to satisfy 


the blood thirsty frequenters of the old. 


Vie" in its palmiest days, . when 
blatant rant was considered, the acme of 
histrionic, power, 
English stage Dantes Enwarn Bay patans 
should be the last to pose ‘before the public. 
as a preacher of stage morality. Has Mr, 
Banpatany forgotten his old play Made- 
Icine Morel?) We will bring that Leauti- 
fully moral work to his convenient recollec- 
tion one of these days, and a few other 
slight matters, just to prove how admir- 
ably this gentleman has practised the doc- 
trines he has now commenced to preach, 
Space will not permit us at present to 
deal at length with Mr, Banpaann’s other 
references tothe stage. It will doubtless 
be news to students of history to know that 
it was the stage which made ancient Greece 
a great nation; ‘that Germany owes her 
greatness, her sublime thinkers, poets, 
philosophers, Der Ring des Nibelungen, and 
Herr Baxpwaxn—to a pire and whole- 
some stage ; that the great Spanish authors 
Caununon, Lorez, Dr'Veca, and Cyrvantes 
were indebted for thelr inspiration to the 
same source; and that the stage Induced 
Counzitre, Ractnr, Mottyry, and Ricue- 
Lrev to court the muses, We are unable to 
understand why Mr. Baypstayn should have 
mentioned Ricurtirzu in the same.breath 
with Coryeriie, Racine and Mottere ; the 
great Cardinal was a mighty statesman, but 
amost miserable poct; however, itdoubtless 
pleased the actor's vanity.

‘Then 
everything smiles at you, Nature puts on her 
“ most cheerful aspect,” and the working classes, 
unable to attend during the week days, flock to 
the theatre by thousands, On Sunday they yo 
‘to their church in the morning, ‘the gardens in 
the afteravon, and the theatres in the evening, 
In England the theatres were opened'on Sundays 
up to the time of Charles 1. and some of the 
grandest plays ofthe immortal Shakespeare have 
seen the fvotlights on that day for the first time, 

Tn America in most of the farge Western and 
Southern cities all theatres are opened on the 
Sunday, ‘At first.a large proportion of citizens 
revolted against it, but when they found it kept 
the people from the public-houses, they yiclded 
willingly to the voice of the masses, I was tald 
in San Francisco by an official that since the 
opening ‘of the theatres on the Sabbath crime 
had been diminshed by over 20 percent. The 
aitendance of Ministers ‘af the Gospel at theatres 
is a very common occurrence all over the world, 
Tn some of the most orthodox towns in "Tyrol and
